Organization. 

Our  only  object :     To  save  souls. 

Our  only  means:     The  gospel  of  Christ. 

The  southwest  corner  of  Ohio  and  La  Salle  8ts.  is  holy 
ground.  It  is  hallowed  by  sacred  memories  of  great  and 
mighty  acts  of  CTod.  On  this  corner  stood  the  little  Lutheran 
church  in  which  Pastor  Seile  preached  the  first  Lutheran  ser- 
mon in  Chicago  on  Easter  Day,  April  12,  LS46.  Here  the  first 
Lutheran  parochial  school  was  established;  here  the  First  St. 
Paul's  Ex.  Lutheran  congregation  was  organize:!  and  a  year 
later  the  Ev.  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio,  and  other 
states! 

But  why  is  the  organization  of  a  Lutheran  congregation 
so  important?  What  does  it  mean?  It  means,  that  such  a 
congregation  is  built  upon  Christ,  the  Rock  of  Ages,  that  all 
its  activities  are  to  be  focused  upon  one  object,  viz..  the  salva- 
tion of  immortal  souls  by  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ:  it  means 
that  the  Word  of  God  is  to  be  preached  in  all  its  truth  and 
purity,  and  that  the  holy  sacraments  are  to  be  administered 
according  to  Christ's  institution;  that  the  AVoi'd  of  God  is  to 
rule  in  all  matters  of  faith  and  practice,  in  otlier  words,  that 
the  principles  of  the  Reformation  by  Luther  are  to  be  perpet- 
uated to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  salvation  of  mankind. 

For  this  glorious  purpose  our  congregation  was  organized 
75  years  ago  with  only  a  few  voting  members. 

The  little  acorn  has  grown  into  a  mighty  oak.  It 
come  a  blessing  for  time  and  eternity  to  huiuli'eds  o 
sands. 

Well  may  we  therefore   on  this  Töth   annivei'sary 
organization  of  our  church  turn  our   eyes  to  tliat   coi'i 
reverently  exclaim  with  -lacob:     "Surely,  the  Lord  is 
place.     This  is  none  other  than  the  house  of  God  and  this  is  the 
gate  of  heaven  !'" 
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Our  Places  of  Worship.

■"Lord,  1  lia\e  lovcil  the  habitation    of    Thy    House    and 
the  place,  where  Thine  lionor  clwelleth.'' 

Six  different  places  of  -worship  have  been  used  by  our 
congregation  during  the  75  years  of  its  existence.  The  first 
church  in  which  Pastor  Seile  took  such  a  l)old  staiul  in  the 
pioneei-  days  of  our  history  reminds  us,  that  the  gootl  and  the 
true  must  be  secured  at  any  price.  They  are  the  soul  of  our 
l)eing  and  the  whole  world  is  as  dust  in  the  l)alance  against 
them.  The  second  place  of  worship,  the  court  house,  impres- 
ses upon  our  minds  the  fact,  that  we  have  at  all  times  enjoyed 
religious  freedom  in  our  country  and  city.  When  our  little 
congregation  of  1848  was  deprived  of  the  use  of  its  church 
bv   those  that  rejected  the  Lutheran   constitution  it   was  not

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Our  Former  Pastors. 

"We  preach  Christ  and  Him  eriicitied." 

The  first  pastor  of  our  church  was  C.  August  T.  Seile.  It 
is  a  long'  time  since  he  served  our  congregation,  but  even  to- 
day we  are  greatly  indebted  to  him.  In  spite  of  bitter  oppo- 
sition he  insisted  on  the  organization  of  a  truly  Lutheran  con- 
gregation. He  also  started  our  parochial  school.  He  was  a 
very  able  and  learned  man,  a  conscientious  and  self-sacrificing 
pastor,  whose  sole  ambition  was  the  salvation  of  the  souls  en- 
trusted to  his  pastoral  care.  With  the  consent  of  our  congre- 
gation he  made  missionary  trips.  The  congregations  at  Glen- 
coe,  Niles,  and  other  places  near  Chicago  were  regularly 
served  by  him.  In  April  1851  our  congregation  gave  him  an 
honorable  release  to  the  congregation  at  Crete,  111.  In  later 
years  he  held  a  professorship  in  our  Teachers'  Seminary  at 
Addison,  111.,  and  was  finally  engaged  as  assistant  pastor  at 
K.ock  Island,  111.  Thence  his  soul  has  taken  its  fiight  to  its 
eternal  reward. 

The  second  pastor  of  our  church  was  Heinrich  AVunder. 
He  was  a  man  of  exceptional  qualifications ;  quiet  and  unas- 
suming, yet  firm  and  resolute ;  an  indefatigable  worker,  a  dis- 
tinguished orator,  an  ideal  leader,  and  organizer.  His  pas- 
torate of  over  62  years  in  our  congregation  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkal:)le  on  record.  During  this  time  he  had  been  priv- 
ileged to  baptize  17,350  infants,  to  marry  5,062  couples,  and 
to  officiate  at  6,361  funerals.  From  1857  to  1863  he  made 
many  missionary  trips  and  organized  congregations  as  far 
West  as  Kock  Island,  111.,  as  far  East  as  St.  Joseph,  Mich.,  as 
far  South  as  Kankakee,  111.,  and  as  far  North  as  Soutliern 
Wisconsin. 

On  account  of  his  unusual  ability  he  was  elected  President 
of  our  Northern  Illinois  District  and  held  this  position  for  a 
long-  while.  For  the  same  reason  the  title  of  D.  D.  was  confer- 
red upon  him  bv  the  Faculty  of  Concordia  Seminarv,  St. 
Louis,  AIo.,  in  1909. 

He  was  called  to  his  eternal  rest  on  Monday,  December 
22,  1913,  at  the  age  of  8S  years,  9  months  and  10  days.  His 
funeral  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  held  in  Chicago. 

The  following  pastors  served  as  assistant-pastors  to  Pas- 
tor AVunder :  AV.  Heinemann,  G.  Loeber,  H.  Fruechtenicht,  J. 
T.  Grosse,  J.  AV.  Querl,  Hermann  Prauns,  Hermann  Sauer  and 
J.  Baumgaertner. 

The  third  pastor  of  our  church  was  Johannes  Baumgaert- 
ner. For  17  years  he  had  been  a  faithful  and  efficient  assist- 
ant pastor.  He  was  also  well  gifted  and  very  industrious  and 
at  all  times  anxiously  eoncenu'd  about  the  welfare  of  the  con- 
gregation. But  the  Lord,  who  Avorks  in  a  mysterious  way, 
called  him  to  his  eternal  home  on  Sunday,  January  13.  1918, 
at  the  age  of  14  years.

The  Lutheran  church 
has  been  rig-htly  called 
the  "Children's  Church." 
During  its  establishment 
in  the  days  of  the  Refor- 
mation it  already  insisted 
upon  the  proper  Christian 
training  of  the  children. 
The  Lutheran  Parochial 
School  of  today  aids  par- 
ents in  bringing  up  their 
children  in  the  "nurture 
and  admonition  of  the 
Lord."  It  prepares  the 
children  for  ideal  citizen- 
ship in  state  and  church. 
Next  to  the  church  the 
school  is  the  most  import- 
ant feature  in  the  life  of 
any  church. 

In  the  very  first  Luth- 
eran service  in  Chicago 
on  Easter  Day,  April 
12,  1846,  Pastor  Seile 
must  have  announced,  that  he  intended  to  start  a  parochial 
school.  Before  the  constitution  was  adopted  a  school  with  26 
children  was  in  full  operation.  The  first  Lutheran  teacher,  G. 
H.  Fischer,  was  called  in  1851.  Thus  started  the  Lutheran 
parochial  school  system  in  Chicago.  Today  125  teachers,  one 
tentli  of  all  the  teachers  of  our  Synod,  are  teaching  over  6,000 
cliildreii  in  our  city. 

As  far  as  known  the  following  teachci's  lunc  sei'ved  our 
congregation:  G.  II.  Fischer,  Christian  Lueeke,  C.  Laufer, 
Christian  Schumm,  J.  N.  Ilaase,  G.  Koebel,  -Johann  Doertier, 
L.  Docriiig,  A.  Eggers.  Our  last  lady  teacher  was  ]\Iiss  M. 
Koplicii.  The  present  teacher  and  oi-ganist,  G.  A.  Nietham- 
mci-,  was  installed  on  July  12,  1914. 

Oil  Siiiuhiy,  September  25,  1910,  our  congi'c- 
gatioii  decided  to  organize  a  Sunday  School,  thus 
opening  a  new  door  for  missionary  w(u-k  among 
the  many  (diildreii   of  our  neighborhood.

The  Lutheran  church  is  at  all  times  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  each  soul  entrusted  to  its  care.  From  the  cradle  to  the 
g'rave  an  exact  record  is  kept  of  each  individual  in  the  parish. 
These  records  are  carefully  preserved.  The  fact  that  Pastor 
H.  AVunder  rescued  nothing  but  the  parish  records  of  our 
church  in  the  great  Chicago  fire  of  1871  strikingly  corrobor- 
ates this  statement. 

The  first  baptism  record  reads  thus:  "Maria  Magdalena, 
daughter  of  John  F.  Letz  and  his  wife  Cath.,  nee  Riehl,  born 
on  the  14th  day  of  July  1815,  was  baptized  on  the  19th  day  of 
April,  18-16,  by  Pastor  A.  Seile.  Sponsors  Avere :  Carl  Letz  and 
Magd.  Riehl.  " 

The  first  wedding-  record  reads  thus :  John  F.  A.  Clans, 
born  Jan.  4,  1822,  in  Ger- 
many, and  Caroline  AA^ei- 
he,  born  May  8,  1822,  in 
Germany,  were  married 
bv  Pastor  A.  Seile  April 
24,  1846. 

The  first  funeral  record 
reads  thus :  George  Baeh- 
ringer,  whose  parents  live 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  died 
on  June  28,  1846,  a  few 
days  after  his  arrival. 
Buried  by  Pastor  A.  Seile. 

According  to  the  first 
communion  record  112 
persons  partook  of  Holy 
Communion  on  Pentecost 
Day,  Alay  31,  1846. 

The  Confirmation  rec- 
ord dates  back  to  1852. 

The  record  of  the  meet- 
ings and  resolutions  of 
the  congregation  begins 
with  the  first  meeting  of 

Pastor  Seile  and  the  four  members  that  remained  faithful  to 
the  Lutheran  church  on  Sunday,  April  9,  1848.  A  brief  sketch 
of  the  history  of  our  congregation  up  to  that  time  from  the  pen 
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Pastor  H.   Wunder  at  Work 
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f  the  addresses  of 
eaeli  family,  and  of  con- 
tributions for  the  upkeep 
of  the  church  begin  at  a 
later   (bite. 

rp  to  the  present  time 
17,921  baptisms,  6,164 
weddings,  6,720  funerals 
are  recorded  in  our  parish 
records. 

A  very  large  number  of 
professors,  pastors,  and 
teachers  in  our  Synod  are 
children  of  our  congrega- 
tion. The  exact  number 
is  not  known.  Some  of 
them  liave  already  cele- 
brated their  60th  anni- 
versary. 

A  compk^te  record  of 
all  the  contributions  of 
our  congregation  would 
show,  that  our  congrega- 
tion has  given  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  dollars 
for  its  own  upkeep,  for 
our  Synodical  Avork,  and 
for  the  kingdom  of  God 
at  large.  It  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  establishing  and 
maintaining  the  two  Lutheran  homes  at  Addison,  111.,  for 
orphans  and  destitute  children,  the  Old  People's  Home  at  Ar- 
lington Heights  for  the  aged  and  infirm,  the  Luther  Institute, 
a  high  school  for  young  Lutherans,  and  also  the  city  mission 
with  two  missionaries,  who  labor  among  the  unfortunates  in 
our  city  and  county  institutions. 

Individual  members  of  our  congregation  have  banded  to- 
gether with  members  of  our  Lutheran  churches  in  Chicago 
and  formed  such  benevolent  societies  as  the  Lutheran  ^lutual 
Fire  Benevolent  Association,  the  Concordia  Mutual  Penefit 
League,  and  are  ])lanning  the  erection  of  a  hospital. 

At  ])i-('S('nt  our  congregation  numbei-s  ^2'){)  souls,  680  com- 
municants, and  10.")  voting  members.  May  all  our  future  rec- 
ords show  an  ever  increasing  love  and  devotion  to  our  Savior 
until  the  great  and  accurate  record,  the  book  of  life,  is  opened 
above !
